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Disposition of Claims 
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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application has been reviewed. Original claims 1-4 are currently pending. 
The rejections are as stated below. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "means for 
eliminating redundant reporting of information about said donors to said organization" 
and the "means for subscribers to terminate the donations" must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
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consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



Specification

Computer 
program listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), 
and tables having more than 50 pages of text are permitted to be 
submitted on compact discs.) or 

REFERENCE TO A "MICROFICHE APPENDIX" (See MPEP § 608.05(a).

A brief summary 
or general statement of the invention as set forth in 37 CFR 1 .73. The 
summary is separate and distinct from the abstract and is directed toward 
the invention rather than the disclosure as a whole. The summary may 
point out the advantages of the invention or how it solves problems 
previously existent in the prior art (and preferably indicated in the 
Background of the Invention). In chemical cases it should point out in 
general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the nature and gist of 
the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. Objects of the 
invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention. 

(h) Brief Description of the Several Views of the Drawing(s) : See MPEP § 
608.01(f). A reference to and brief description of the drawing(s) as set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.74. 

(i) Detailed Description of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01(g). A 
description of the preferred embodiment(s) of the invention as required in 
37 CFR 1 .71 . The description should be as short and specific as is 
necessary to describe the invention adequately and accurately. Where 
elements or groups of elements, compounds, and processes, which are 
conventional and generally widely known in the field of the invention 
described and their exact nature or type is not necessary for an 
understanding and use of the invention by a person skilled in the art, they 
should not be described in detail. However, where particularly 
complicated subject matter is involved or where the elements, 
compounds, or processes may not be commonly or widely known in the 
field, the specification should refer to another patent or readily available 
publication which adequately describes the subject matter. 
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(j) Claim or Claims : See 37 CFR 1 .75 and MPEP § 608.01 (m). The claim or 
claims must commence on separate sheet or electronic page (37 CFR 
1 .52(b)(3)). Where a claim sets forth a plurality of elements or steps, each 
element or step of the claim should be separated by a line indentation. 
There may be plural indentations to further segregate subcombinations or 
related steps. See 37 CFR 1.75 and MPEP § 608.01 (i)-(p). 

(k) Abstract of the Disclosure : See MPEP § 608.01 (f). A brief narrative of the 
disclosure as a whole in a single paragraph of 150 words or less 
commencing on a separate sheet following the claims. In an international 
application which has entered the national stage (37 CFR 1.491(b)), the 
applicant need not submit an abstract commencing on a separate sheet if 
an abstract was published with the international application under PCT 
Article 21 .

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 2-4 objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. As written, claims 2-4 are 
not in proper dependant form because they fail to further limit steps recited in the 
method of claim 1 . 
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4. Claims 1 and 2 objected to because of the following informalities: Claim titles are 
improper. Claims are not labeled as "Main Claims" and "Dependent Claims", and said 
titles should be eliminated. Claims begin with the claim number, and therefore the line 

"I claim as dependant upon the main claim (claim 1):" should be eliminated as well. 
Appropriate correction is required. If claims 2-4 are intended to be dependant upon 
claim 1 , Applicant is advised to begin each dependant claim with the phrase "The 
method of claim 1 , further comprising:". Subsequently, as described above, the 
dependent steps should then further limit steps of the independent claim 1 . Applicant is 
advised to note the format of the claims cited as part of this office action. 

5. The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .1 26 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered claim 5 been renumbered 4. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

7. Claims 2 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The specification does not mention any 
means for eliminating redundant reporting of information about said donors to said 
organizations (claim 2) or a means for subscribers to terminate the donations (claim 4). 

8. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

9. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 2, the example of use included within parenthesis merely 
presents an intended use and renders the claim indefinite because it is unclear whether 
the limitation(s) included in the example are part of the claimed invention. See MPEP 
§ 2173.05(d). 
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10. Claim 4 recites the limitation "subscribers" in claim 1. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. It is unclear whom the Applicant intends 
as a "subscriber" because there is no mention of a "subscriber" in claim 1. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

11. 35U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

12. Claims 1-2, 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because in order to be 
patentable the invention must be a "new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or 
composition of matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof (emphasis added). 

Claims 1-2, 4 are drawn to a method according to the preamble, stating "A 
method for..." The bodies of the claims are drawn to an apparatus due to their 
composition of "means for..." accomplishing method steps. For example, claim 1 
recites a method for facilitating donations, comprising a means for registering donors. 
The method cannot be comprised of an apparatus, as the claim recites. Examiner 
suggests the applicant rewrite the preamble to claim "comprising the steps of:" and 
eliminate the phrase "a means for" from each method step. Please see the claims of 
the cited prior art for further example. 
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Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

1 3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

14. Claims 1, 2, and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Burke, U.S. Patent No. 5,621,640. 

Claim 1 , Burke discloses a system and method for automatic philanthropic 
contributions comprising: 

registering donors (column 5 lines 16-33); 

allowing donors to select organizations to donate to, and an amount to donate to 
each on a periodic basis (column 3 lines 10-17, column 5 line 65 - column 6 
line 16); 

collecting money from donors on a periodic basis based on their said specified 

donations (column 2 line 60 - column 3 line 5); 
calculating the sum of all donations for each organization (column 5 lines 43-46); 
and reporting to said organizations the amount of the donations to said 

organizations from said donors (column 3 lines 22-27); 

Claim 3, Burke teaches counting the number of rejected billing attempts against 
said donors (column 5 lines 40-43). It is noted that the recitation "to identify and notify 
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inactive donors" is regarded as intended use, and is therefore not considered a positive 
limitation of the claim. 



Claim 4, Burke teaches a donor terminating donations (figure 4, #124, #127, 

#130). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



15. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

16. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

17. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Burke, as 



applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Mull, U.S. Patent No. 6,898,575. 
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Claim 2, Burke fails to teach allowing donors to specify a requested action, 
reporting necessary information about the donors, and eliminating redundant reporting 
of information about said donors. 

Mull discloses a system and method for charitable donating comprising allowing 
donors to specify and monitor how the donation is to be used, communicating this and 
other donor information to the donee (column 6 lines 5-10, 16-19, column 7 lines 15-19). 
According to Mull, the action request reporting is done at the time of each donation, and 
therefore the system eliminates redundant reporting of the action requests. It would be 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the Applicant's invention to 
modify the teachings of Burke to include the action request, and the reporting features 
taught by Mull because Mull describes the benefits of an easier donation and reporting 
procedure, and of action requesting as accomplished by Mull's disclosed invention 
(column 1 lines 19-48). 

Conclusion 

18. An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed. Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or 
agent to prosecute the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon 
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skilled preparation and prosecution. The Office cannot aid in selecting an attorney or 
agent.
